Mix well together. Put a good spoon¬ 
ful of this mixture into each pan and 
bake from ten to fifteen minutes in a 
moderate oven. Either hot or cold, th<> 
tartlets will be found very tasty. 

Hotchpot.—To make a dish of the 
old fashioned hotchpot take dried 
haricot beans, three-quarters of a 
pound, onions, carrots, turnips and po¬ 
tatoes. Soak the beans overnight. 
Slice the carrots and oukms and fry in 
fat in a stewpan. Add some water 
and put in the beans. Simmer for 
about an hour and a half, add the tur¬ 
nips and potatoes, boil for half tu 
hour. If thought desirable add a little 
dried mint and a teaspoonful of sugar. 

Baked Haddock.—Having filleted two 
medium sized fish, lay two fillets on a 
well greased baking tin, sprinkle thick¬ 
ly with breadcrumbs, chopped parsley, 
pepper and salt; then two more fillets 
and some more breadcrumbs, parsley, 
pepper and salt and fill up the dish in 
this way until all the fillets are used 
up, having breadcrumbs on top. Place 
on top a few small pieces of butter. 
Bake in a moderate oven for half an 
hour or until nicely browned. Melted 
butter should be served with the dish 

Curry.—An excellent curry can be 
made with a quarter of a pound of 
rice, three-quarters of a pound of green 
lentils, onions, apples, a teaspoonful 
of curry powder. Wash the lentils, 
boll them for two hours, then add the 
onions, rice, curry powder, slices of 
apples or bananas—lemon Juice if de¬ 
sired—and simmer for fifteen minutes 
If thought desirable a little sugar may 
be added.

Hysteria Not Patriotism 

There are those who would have us believe that because the people of 
this country are not ablaze with enthusiasm and shouting their patriotism 
from the housetops they are necessarily not in sympathy with the war pro¬ 
gram. But no greater mistake in judgment was ever made. 

The American people as a mass have regretted the necessity for going i 
to war. IVc had hoped against hope that it could be avoided. Even at this 
day there is an undercurrent of hope that in some waj, consistent with 
honor, the dire consequences of war as felt by the European nations may 
he avoided. 

But while tills hope is in the national heart, there is also in that heart a 
grim, deadly determination that certain objects MUST be attained, even 
though our sacrifice equal or exceed that of the others. 

Our people were slow to arouse, even yet are only partially awake, but 
in the greut heart of the nation there- Is, steadily awakening that inherent 
loyalty to our great ideals that has carried us triumphantly through every 
crisis that has ever confronted us. This feeling is not built upon froth, it 
is not the result of hysteria. It is born and bred in us, and is as much a 
part of us as our very life blood. 

The attitude of the American people to-day is that of facing a duty—a | 
very disagreeable duty—but one of which there can be no faintest thought 
of our shirking or evading. We are coming to see before us a gigantic task, | 
but a task upon the accomplishment of which depends all we have hoped for | 
and longed for and striven for during the century and a half of our existence, j 

it is with the solemn realization of this task, and the grim, deadly 
earnestness with which our people are setting about its accomplishment, ■ 
that has produced over the land a quiet determination that, to the super- ; 
ticial observer might be mistaken for indifference. But the man or nation 
that thus judges is due for an astonishing awakening In the months to come. j 

Americans, aroused, are invincible', and they know it. Hence we have 
no need for hysteria. -

Viewing the matter in the light of sober reason, which is most neces¬ 
sary at tills time—we must all see wherein* congress laid weighty reasons 
for its action in voting to raise an army by selective draft. 

We can not think that our law-makers were inspired by any prejudice 
against the volunteer system, nor that they intended any discredit to the 
volunteer spirit of our people. The impelling reason seems to have been 
that tb« recruiting of an army is only one of the huge tasks before this 
country. There is also the huge.tusk of practically feeding the world, or at 
least our allies, which calls for .much thought and discrimination in the 
mustering of our forces. 

It is the intention of the government in recruiting the regiments needed 
to interfere as little as possible with the various branches of industry, par¬ 
ticularly that of farming. To this en<V the authorities were convinced that | 
the selection of recruits, should not lie left to voluntary action, but placed in 
competent hands that should decide who sliould EIGHT and who should j 
WORK. , ,

With the calling of ipen to the' colors, the people should take this sen¬ 
sible view of the sitnMtj|viL and'realize that if one young mun is exempted 
and another is not, there is some all-powerful reason for the apparent dis¬ 
crimination. Those most urgently needed in industrial life should be the 
last to be summoned, for when industry stops the army is soon at a stand¬ 
still. 

The time lias come when every man is expected to do his full duty in 
whatever station lie may be called. There is no room for slackers und sore¬ 
heads and grumblers. 


The Farmers and Food Control 

An illuminating side light on the food situation is contained in some; 
expressions inserted in the Congressional Record recently by Senator Smith 
of Michigan. These were from farmers’ organizations and individual farm¬ 
ers, and they without exception indorsed the food control measures before 
congress. * - •> 

These expressions give us a pretty clear idea as to whence come the 
present panic prices. We are told with great unction that this is the first 
time in our history that the farmer has received for his products what they 
were really worth. ,, 

Rut let us see. What Is the object of food control ? Whence comes the 
insistent demand I ‘ Plainly, the demand is the direct result of food prices 
that are out of all proportion to wages and to prices in every other line. Is 
it reasonable to believe that if the farmers were receiving anything like the 
present retail prices—minus, of course, a reasonable per cent of middlemen's 
profit.—that they would be not only willing but anxious to kill the goose that 
lays the golden egg? 

The plain truth is, the farmer is not benefited by the present high prices 
of food in any degree to recompense him for what he is injured by extrav- 
agant prices in other lines. He is paying vastly more jfor every purchase he 
makes, from a plow point to a tractor engine. AVliat he gain? from his small 
profits on his sales of foodstuffs is more than offset by the enormous increase 
in the cost of everything that he must buy to operate his farm. This the 
farmers know, and this Is why they are, almost without exception, heartily 
in favor of government food control—a control which will establish a mini- 
mum as well as a maximum price. 

The speculating food pirates will have to hunt some other scapegoat for 
their sins instead of the farmer and his “interests.”

DISTRICT ATTORNEY SEEKS CO- 
OPERATION OF PRESS TO 
EXPLAIN MEASURE. 

District Attorney Franklin Swart, 
wlio is in actual charge of the San 
Mateo county traffic squad, has writ¬ 
ten a personal letter to The Enter¬ 
prise, requesting that it publish the 
new headlight law which went into' 
effect yesterday in this state. The 
law follows: 

“At the time and under the condi¬ 
tions in this section hereinbefore 
specified the headlights of all motor 
vehicles upon the highway shall give 
sufficient light to reveal any persons, 
vehicle or substantial object on the 
road ahead of such motor vehicle for 
a distance of at least one hundred and 
fifty feet, and shall also give sufficient 
side illumination to reveal any per¬ 
son, vehicle or substantial object ten 
feet to the side of said motor vehicle 
at a point ten feet ahead of the lamps; 
provided, however, that such head¬ 
lights shall be so constructed or 
arranged that no portion of the beam 
of reflected light when measured 
seventy-five feet or more ahead of 
said lamps shall rise or shall be 
capable of being raised from the 
driver’s seat to more than forty-two 
inches above the level surface on 
which the vehicle stands ahead of 
such vehicle; provided, further, that 1 
the term ‘headlight,’ as used herein, 
shall denote aiiy light, irrespective of 
its location upon the motor vehicle, 
the rays of which are projected for¬ 
ward, except sidelights of not to ex- ] 
ceed four candlepower, and that the 1 
term ‘beam of reflected light,’ as used l 
herein, shall denote the approximate- j 
ly parallel focalized rays gathered j 
and projected by a reflector, lens or i 
other device; and provided, further, j 
anything herein to the contrary not- (i 
withstanding, that where there is 
sufficient light within the lateral j 
boundaries of the public highway * 
within any incorporated city, town or j i 
city and county, to reveal all persons, j 
vehicles or substantial objects within . 
said boundaries for a distance of one i 
hundred and fifty feet, no lights shall 1 
be required to be displayed on any 1 
vehicle while the same is not in op- 2 
oration, providing 'that the wheels of 1 
such standing vehicle nearest the 11

In the compliance with and en- „ 
forcement of these provisions of the ii 
law the following suggestions issued j, 
by the legislative board of the 
American Automobile Association, 
after exhaustive experiments by their 11 
own engineers and the experts of the . 
Society of Automobile Engineers and 
the Safety First Federation of j, 
America, are recommended, both to 
owners of motor vehicles and local 
police authorities: Ir 

“To ascertain when a light is forty- 
two inches from the ground at a dis- ir 
tance of seventy-five feet in front of 
the car, the following instructions are 
given: {' 

“(a) Have the light focused so 
that the reflected rays will be con¬ 
densed in solid volume as much as 
possible, and so as to eliminate stray oi 
rays as far as possible. To focus a 
light, place the car in front of a £ 
building or any perpendicular flat in 
surface of sufficient size at a dis- 
tance of ten or fifteen feet and by u 
adjusting the bulb backward or for- 
ward reduce the area of light as much u 
as possible, and make the light from m 
both lamps as nearly uniform as pos- J',! 
sible. This is the most difficult of the 4 [ 
three things necessary to overcome tt 
objectionable glare.

“There are some reflectors that be¬ 
cause of their improper construction 
(being either too flat or too deep) 
would make it impossible to secure a 
condensation of the main rays. In 
such cases different reflectors will 
have to be secured.”

Five Reasons Why Excessive Taxes at 
the Outset of War Are Disadvantage- 
0 ous—Great Britain Example Worthy 

of Emulation—How the Taxes Should 
Be Apportioned,

On May 23, 1017, the House of Rep- 
, reselltatives passed an act “to provide 
;; revenue to defray war expenses and 
for other purposes.” In the original 
J bill as presented by the Committee of 
! Ways and Means, the additional reve- 
1 uue to be derived was estimated at jpi,- 
810,420,000. The amendment to the in¬ 
come tax, which was tacked on to the 
l bill during the discussion in the House. 

•’ was expected to yield another $40,000. 

, 000 or $30,000,000. 

In discussing the House bill, two 
problems arise: 

j I. How much should be raised by 
taxation? 

II. In what manner should this sum 
be raised? 

I. How Much Should Be Raised by 

Taxation? 

How was the figure of $ 1,800, 000 ,ooo 
arrived at? Tl*e answer is simple. When 
the Secretary of the Treasury came to 
estimate the additional war expenses 
for the year 1017-18, he calculated that 
they would amount to some $0,000,- 
000,000, of which $3,000,000,000 was to 
be allotted to the allies, and $3,000, 
000,000 was to be utilized for the do 
mestic purposes. Thinking that It 
would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
tuxes, he concluded that the amount 
I to be raised by taxes was $1,800,000, 
000. 

There are two extreme theories, each 
of which may lie dismissed with scant 
courtesy. The one is that all war ex¬ 
penditures should be defrayed by loans, 
and the other is that all war expendi¬ 
tures should he defrayed by taxes ’ 
Each theory is untenable. 

It is indeed true that the burdens of 
the war should lie borne by the pres¬ 
ent rather than the future generation; 
but this does not mean that they should 
he borne by this year’s taxation. 

Meeting all war expenses by taxation 
makes the taxpayers in one or two 
years bear the burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
decade within the same generation, 

! In the second place, when expendl- 
| tures approach the gigantic sums of 
present-day warfare, the tax-only pol¬ 
icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social income. Were this 
absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav¬ 
oc In the economic life of the communi¬ 
ty would have to be endured. But 
where tlie disasters are so great and 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may lie declared lm 
practicable. 

Secretary McAdoo had the right in¬ 
stinct and highly commendable cour¬ 
age in deciding that a substantial por¬ 
tion, at least, of tlie revenues should 
be derived from taxation. But when 
he hit upon the plan of 50-50 per cent., 
that is, of raising one-half of all do¬ 
mestic war expenditures by taxes, the 
question arises whether he did not go 
too far. 

The relative proportion of loans to 
taxes is after all a purely business 
proposition. Not to rely to a large ex¬ 
tent on loans at the outset of a war Is 
a mistake.
